Followinj^ is tho text of the new 
ruilwny bill jiint p.-xasoil^ tliroii<jh tha 
Dominion Piirliaiiiont; 

I. That iu view of the torni3 and 
comlitioiw on which IJrilisli Columbia 
WHS adiuiLtod into L'uiou with tho Do- 
minion, it iR expedient to provide for 
the construction of n railway to bo 
called the "Canadian PacificRail way," 
from somo point near to and south of 
Lake Nipisbiu/jf, to somo point in Bri- 
tish Cohiuibia ou the Pacific Ocean; 
both tho Huid points to bo uetoruiiuod 
by the Governor in Council.- 

II. That it is expedient to provide, 
— (l.)TIiat the whole lino of the said 

l',">ilvViiy ,foi' tho pUipO.SG of itri COUSLIUC- 

tiou, shall bu divitled into -i soutious; 
tho tlrst to begin at Honio point at or 
near and to tlio Houth of Lake NipisH- 
ing and to oxtond towards the upper 
or western end of Lake Superior to a 
point where it .shall iiitorHoct tho sec- 
ond section lioreiimftor Mioiitioned : 
The second section to l)cgiii at houip 
point on Lake Superior, to ho detor- 
luinod by tho Governor in Council, 
connecting with the first soction, and 
to extend to Red Itivorin tiie Province 
of !^^anitoba; tho third section to ei- 
tontl from Red River, in tho Province 
of i^Ianitoba, to somo point between 
Fort Edmonston and tho foot of tho 
Rocky Mountains, to bo detorraiued by 
the (iovoruor in Council ; the fourtli 
Hcetion to extend from the western 
torininuH of tho third section to somo 
point in HritisQ Columbia on the Paoi- 
lio Ocean. 

(3.) That branches of the said rail- 
way shall also be constructed as fol- 
lows, that is to say: — ^1 

First — A briiuch from tho point in- 
tlicutcd as the propo.scd eastern ter- 
minus of tho said ruilwny to some point 
on tho Georgian Bay, both the said 
points to be doterihined by the Cxov- 
cnior in Council. 

Secondly — A branch from tho main 
line near Fort (larry, in the Province 
of Manitoba, to the bouudaay of tlie 
said Provinoe at or near Pembina, 
ytich brancheji to bo con.sidercd as 
forming part of the Canadian Pacifjc 
Railway except in so far as it may bo 
otherwiso specially provided. 

(3) That 11 lino uf JCloctrio Telegraph 
be constructed in adv.nnco of tho said 
railway niid InnnchoH, along their 
whole extent respectively, as soon as 
practicable after the location thereof 
shall have been determined, 

(1.) Tiiut tho gauge of tho s.aid rail- 
way shall be four feet eight inches and 
a half, and Liio grades thereof, and j 
tho materials and maiiiior of and in 
wliich tho several works forming part 
thereof (iliall bo conatructed, and the 
mode of working the railway, includ- 
ing the dnsfripliou and tho cajiacity of 
tho locomotive onginea, niul other roll- 
ing stock shall be such as may bo do- 
tcaainodby the Governor in Council, 
and tbotilio said "railway and thebrnn- 
clios or Hoctioiis herein before mention- 
ed, and tho Htiitions, bridges, and other 
work.i conncctod tliorowith, and all 
cn;,niieri, I'roight, iiiid pasiiongor cr.r.s 
and rolling stock shall be con.stnictod 
under tiio general suporintendonco of 
tho Departmeat of Public Works, ac- 
cording to such survoj'a, location, 
Ijlucesanddesciiption of works contem- 
plated, as may bo approved of by tho 
Governor in Cmiiioil. 

6. That tho Governor iu Council 
may divide any section into bub-sect- 
ions, and that any sootion or Bub-soc- 
tion may, after duo advertiHomont and 
tcndoi'H, be given out to "oontraotors'' 
for tho constriiotiou thereof, and of all 
the works connected therewith and tho 
rolling stock rofjuirod to work it, and 
for the working thereof for a period, 
and on terras and conditions to bo ag- 
reed upon with the Governor in Coun- 
cil; but tliat no such contract bo given 
unless tiio coiitrnctor.9 show that thoy 
possess a capital of at least $4,000 for 
each mile contracted for, and deposit 
25 per cont. thereof in money or ap- 
proved soouritios to the credit of tho 
LlGceivor General in some ohartorod 
bank or banks, as security for the 
completion of their contract. . 

III. (1) That it iaezpedicnttdproTido, 
—That a g'narantoo of interost at the rate 
of four per cent, pet- annum, for a term 
of twenty-five years, on a .sum to bo stat- 
ed iu tho contract for each mile of the 
section or sybsoctioa contracted for, 
shall bo given to tho oontraotors, — tho

(2) That an extent of laud, not oxoood- 
ing twenty thousand acres for each mile 
of tho section or sub-seotioa-- contracted 
for, shall bo appropriated for the con- 
struction of tho said railway, in altoniato 
.sectio;i8 of twenty .^imaro miles each, 

^ along the lino of i;aid railway or at a con- 
Voiiiont distance therofroni, each soction 
having w fronlago of not less than throo 
miles nor more than .lix miles on tho lino 
oi tho sai l railway, and that two-thirds of 
yle quantity of land so appropriated shall 
,i)6 sold by-tlio Governinont ntsiich priei 
as may be from time to time ngreoil ui)on 
brtwoen tho Governor in (Council and tho 
contractors, and the pioceeiis thereof ac- 
counted for und paid lialf yearly to tho 
contractors, freo'lroiii any ehargo of ad- 
ministration or inauagemeiit ; tho remain- 
ing tliird to 1)0 cioveyed to tho contract- 
ors. Tlie said land:; to bo of fair average 
quality, ami not to include any land al- 
ready granted or occupied under any pa-

(3) That tho said block.s of land to be 
appropriated as aforesaid, shall l)e desig- 
iiutod by the Governor in Council as soon 
as tho lino of railway, or of any seotion 
or sub-Hectioii thereof, is finally located: 
I'rovidod that tho Governor iu Council 
may further grant to the oontraotors tho 
right of way through government lamls, 
as also any such lands lequired for sta- 
tions or workshops, and gout rally all such 
lands as may ho nccesstn ily rccjuired for 
the purpose of consliueting or working 
tho .saifl railway. 

(4) Tliat lliu coat of surveys and of lo- 
cating tho lino of several sections and 
Biib sections of tho said railway shall be 
l)art of tho fiuh.iidy or coiiaidoration al- 
lowed to tho eontra'itiir.s, or not, as mav 
bo determined liy the (iovernor in Coun- 
cil, and agreed iqion in tho eoufraot en- 
tered into with tho eontractora. 

(5) That each section or sub-section of 
the said railway, as it is in whole or in 
part completed, shall bo tho property of 
the coiitractors for tho same, and shall bo 
worked by and for the advantage and 
benefit of such contractors under such 
xognlalions as may from time be made by 
tho trovornor in Council, as regards tho 
rate.? chargeable for passengers and freight 
the number and ilo.soription of trains to 
iio run, and tlio accommodation to be nf» 
forded for freight and i)assengorH. 

(C) That all the provisions ot tho Bail- 
way Act of 18G8, iu so far as tho provi- 
uioua thoreiu contained are iijjplicablo to 
tho said Canadian Pacilic Railway or anv 
section or sub-section thereof, ond are 
not inconsistent or repugnant to tho pro- 
visions of those Resolutions shall apply to 
the contractors for ony section or sub-sec- 
tioa of the Boilnray, as to a Company 
formed for theoonstruction thereof, sub- 
joet to certain proTisiona aud mndifica- 
tioua to adopt the said ijrovisions to tho 
circumstances of tho o.iso.

Work!', with tlie ben<fjU of the 
Imperial (laiirai, tee for a portion, thereof, 
and sulijoct to tho provisions of the said

time to time apply sums not exceeding in 
the wholo two million five hundred thou-
